Building p<’rmits are up 
for the City of Sierra Madre 
a little over three-quarters of 
a million dollars for the first 
eigiht month of the 1975 year 
over 1974; part of which was 
due to the permit for the 
Public Safety Facility for 
Fire and Police. Other acti¬ 
vity in the building depart¬ 
ment was as follows; 

Total number of building 
permits issued for August, 21 
permits with valuation of 
$552,125. Street, electrical 
and' plumbing permits, 33 is¬ 
sued with fees of $311.80. 
Building and plan check fees 
amounted to $.556.05. Build¬ 
ing figures included the 
police and fiie facility val¬ 
ued at $515,CiOO. There were 
28 business licenses issued 
at $620.40. 

The comparison .shows 
$575,475 for the 'irst eight 
months of 1974 and $1,303,- 
949 for the same period this 
year.

Wc received your welcome 
Christmas card and picture 
earlier this summer in a. sea 
mail package contain i n g 
cards sent to us at our Sier¬ 
ra Madre addre.ss. We hope 
you received our Chvi.stmas 
letter sent to Pastor Hesso 
and all of you at the ad¬ 
dress of the church — tiie 
only add'ress we happened to 
have with us. 

You may be sure the 
money you raised, and the 
quilts, children’s clothes and 
sweaters ymi made have 
done much to alleviate the 
suffering of iv^cplo in need 
here as well as other areas 
of the world'. These are ex¬ 
actly the things that are 
.needed. Although it ig hard 
to realize .during these hot, 
humid months, it docg get 
cold, especially at night, 
during the three win ter 
months. 

We are in good health, 
and all seems quiet and 
business goes on as usual 
now a week after the coup. 
We do .not liv'c very many 
blocks from the home of the 
former president, so it was 
a rude awakening at 5:30 
a.m. to the sound .if gunfire 
and rocket blasts. It lasted 
for about half an liour and' 
not too long after one of our 
staff informed us by phone 
what had happened. There 
was a strict curfew for a 
few ida.vs but now the situa¬ 
tion is normal, except for 
some evidences of martial 
law.

The work of our organiza- | 
tion, Rangpur Dinajpur Re¬ 
habilitation Service, is going | 
on in the field of rehabili¬ 
tation after a very busy fall I 
and early winter last year 

of emergency relief. The I 

work is in agriculture, con¬ 
struction sudh as primary I 
schools, small scale industry 
and medical. There are so I 


many people in tliis small 
country and' the population 
continues to rise alarmingly 
despite family plarming ef¬ 
forts. There arc over 100 vol¬ 
untary agencies work i n g 
here, and they all keep busy. 
Ours is oine of the larger 
ones. 

Time has gone very fast 
here, and yet it seems like 
we have boon here a long 
time. We are already look¬ 
ing forward to our home 
leave next summer.

The People Must Know

State Chairman, United Organization of Taxpayers, Inc. 

The State Senate overrode a veto by Governor Brown 
where 16 Democrats and 12 Republicans voted to raise 
school taxes a whopping amount. The deciding vote for 
the big tax raise was by Sen. Bill Greene (D) Los Angeles. 
The schools already get 5000 million dollars a year from 
the ta.xpayers. The Senate rejected Governor Brown’s plea 
that taxes in California are too high already. Only one 
Republican and six Democrats voted against the big raise. 
The Assembly sustaimxl the veto and the Governor’s cuts 
will stand. However, even the lesser amount is far too 
much. 

One now item was for a $27 million increase which 
Senator Dills said was not much money. Dills is pushing 
hard to unionize all public employees and force enormous 
tax raises on all the r)oople. 

Mayor Bradley, speaking at the VFW convention in 
Los Angeles said of Governor Brown’s refusal to accept 
a gift from the VFW “just peculiar, Tm not going to try 
and speak for him anymore or try to understand him.” 
Perhaps Mayor Bradley has forgotten the old adage — 
Beware of Greeks bearing gifts. 

Congressman Henry A. Waxman (D) sends out a 
monthly newsletter like many other elected officials. The 
August 1975 letter, in one part reads “Kissinger approach 
to Congress and the American people with regard to South- 
ast Asia was identical to the approaches of Nixon, Rogers, 
Rusk, MacNamara and Johnson. These high ranking U.S. 
officials never even considered telling the public or the 
Congress the most elementary truths about the (Viet Nam) 
situation.” 

If Congressman Waxman is right how come Rusk. 
MacNamara and Johnson never facixi any Congressional 
investigations at all? Is it not a crime for Democrats 
to lie to the people? Is it only a crime if Republicans do 
it? Did anylxxly ever ask Rusk. MacNamara and John¬ 
son what did they know and when did they know' it? 
The answer is no.

Bernardi says the Council was ignorant of the fact 
that the cost to tlie taxpayers would Ik* $1.6 billion, rather 
than $-15 million. 

1 have appeared as a speaker at Temjilo City, West¬ 
chester, San Marino and a numb.'r of other i>laces where 
unusual crowds of people gather to protest against the 
unconscionable pioperty tax rai.sc's in Lf)s Angeles County 
this year. 

At each of these meetings I find standing room only 
for those who attend, and all of these meetings draw 
crowds of from GiXI to 1200 citizens who are determined 
to do something to sii\e their homes and property from 
tax confiscation. 

It is a bit sad that the only thing I can advise them 
to do this year, is to file apjjeals with the various ta.x 
appeals Ixiards. This is small consolation, Ix'cause the 
average citizen i« up against a Imrd vwU. wlien la- tri,-K 
to ui>|>eat tils property tax assessment. 

The hard shell problem is lliat tlies,- jHxtpIe want 
something done right now this minute. This, of course, 
is impossible. The [KHiple have voted continuously for 
ciindidates and proposition to put themselves in the tax 
ntKise they are now in. 

I am doing my best to tell these audiences they can 
not save themseves by attending one tax ptx>test meeting, 
or signing their own name onc-e to one piece of paptn'. 
I try to convince them that freedom from excessive tax¬ 
ation requires constant, ev'eryday effort, that they can 
not accomplish anything unless they become organized 
and follow the leadership of those who are in the fore¬ 
front of the fight for tax limitations. 

I am trying to revive the idea that we are suppo.sed 
to be under a limited government, and that limiud gov¬ 
ernment means limitexi taxation as well. That no govern¬ 
ment has any limitation imposed on it unless the people 
do it. I ti-y to eonvintx? them that we are supiX)sed to be 
a government of, for and by the pixiple, not a govrnment 
of. for and by politicians. 

I am trying to prove to them that the higher the 
taxe.s aro the kxis freedom there is left for them to enjoy. 
I am telling them that unless they perform their duty 
as citizens of this counrty and work to influence govern¬ 
ment and taxation, that their taxes will continue to go 
up rapidly every year until all of their earning are gone 
and their lilx'rty will lx- at an end. 

Referring to the King of England, the Dei-laration of 
Independence says. "He has erected a multitude of New 
Offic'ers, and sent hither swarms of Officers to harass our 
{X’ople and eat out their substance.” 

Is it not all too clear that government in America 
today is doing the same thing? What is the difference 
between this and taking a citizen’s home from him be¬ 
cause he cannot pay unequal, unfair, unjust and coirfis- 
catoiy property taxes? 

Gun Control?? 

State Sen. H. L. (Bill) Richardson recently advised 
gun tx>ntrol advocates that the attempt on President 
Ford’s life will not hold up as an argument to sup{X)rt 
the confiscation of handguns. 

In a statement concernnig the incident, Richardson 
said: 

“While I certainly deplore the misuse of a gun to 
kill anyone, it is especially repugnant when it involves 
an attempt on the life of the President of the United 
State's. And, incidentally, all of us are extremely grate¬ 
ful that the attempt today was thwarted. 

"But it should Ix' noted that we are discussing mis¬ 
use. There is just no question that anyone who wants 
to obtain a gun for illegal purposes isn’t going to be 
deterexl by a ban on such weapons. 

"Even though she was never convicted of a felony, 
she knew how to obtain a gun without walking into a 
store and buying one. Someone planning to assassinate 
the Pre.sident is not likely to openly, purchase and reg 
ister a gun. 

‘This only proves my point that registering or ban¬ 
ning handguns isn’t going to prevent criminals from 
obtaining them. 

“What wo need to do is follow the President’s advice 
and rome down hard on the criminals who commit crimes 
with guns. 

“That will do a lot more toward reducing crimes 
with guns than anything else the people can do.”
